It  is  widely  acknowledged  that 
good  health  care  is  a  basic  right  of 
all  citizens  and  not  a  privilege. 
Many  times  in  practice  though,  this 
concept  is  not  always  implemented, 
especially  in  areas  where  the  poor, 
sick,  aged  and  disadvantaged  live. 
It  is  in  the  inner  city  that  the 
practice  of  medicine  is  lagging;  and 
a  look  at  health  services  available 
in  the  Ocean  View,  Merced  Heights, 
Ingleside  Community  would  con¬ 
firm  this  statement. 

Notwithstanding  the  relative 
abundance  of  health  resources  in 
the  city,  gaps  in  the  availability  and 
accessibility  of  health  services  do 
exist.  Reasons  for  underservice 
vary  widely,  but  include  such  things 
as  a  lack  of  financial  means  to 
purchase  desired  health  services, 
transportation,  fragmentation  of 
services,  insufficient  awareness  of 
the  consumer  of  health  service 
needs,  attitudes  of  the  providers 
toward  consumers,  bureaucracy, 
information  about  services  and 
ethnic  background.

In  the  OMI  Schools

There  are  a  number  of  tutorial 
programs  available  in  OMI.  These 
tutorial  programs  fall  into  two  main 
groups:  those  operating  in  the 
schools  during  the  school  day  and 
those  functioning  in  the  homes  of 
the  students  after  school  and  week¬ 
ends.  We  do  not  have  any  after¬ 
school  tutorial  centers  operating  in 
the  OMI  area  at  the  present  time. 

We  have  students  from  Lowell 
High  School  working  with  children 
in  the  schools  during  the  school  day. 
We  also  have  students  from  San 
Francisco  City  College  tutoring 
children  in  programs  under  the 
supervision  of  Dr.  Lance  Rogers 
and  Mr.  Meredith  Grubbe.  Students 
from  Saint  Ignatius  High  School  are 
working  in  some  of  our  schools.  Mr. 
Norm  Stahl  is  directing  a  program 
sponsored  by  the  Associated  Stu¬ 
dents  at  California  State  Univer¬ 
sity,  San  Francisco  providing  tutors 
for  children  in  our  schools.  There 
are  volunteers  from  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Education  Auxiliary  as  well 
as  parent  volunteers  performing 
tutorial  service.

Books  Available  At 
EOC  Centers  For  Poor 

Dennis  Yee,  EOC’s  Education 
Coordinator,  announced  today  that 
EOC  has  60  sets  of  books  available 
at  12  San  Francisco  Neighborhood 
Service  Centers  to  help  poor  people 
earn  a  high  school  diploma. 

Yee,  who  is  running  the  Econom¬ 
ic  Opportunity  Council’s  education 
program,  said  the  books  are  useful 
to  cover  assignments  for  a  GED 
Program  (preparation  for  a  high 
school  equivallency  exam)  that  will 
be  running  during  the  next  30  weeks 
on  KQED-TV  and  KPIX-TV. 

“People  who  are  poor,”  Yee  said, 
“or  persons  who  are  in  need,  can  go 
to  EOC  Neighborhood  Centers  and 
use  the  books  to  complete  their 
lessons.  Normally  a  set  of  books 
costs  ten  ($10)  dollars  for  the 
course.  We  plan  to  have  up  to  five 
sets  in  each  of  our  Centers.”

Center  For  Gifted 
Students  at  Denman 
ir.  High  School

Last  May,  the  faculty  and  admini¬ 
stration  of  James  Denman  junior 
high  school  submitted  a  proposal  to 
the  Board  of  Education,  asking  that 
their  school  be  considered  as  a  site 
for  a  Gifted  Center  for  Students. 
This  year,  the  proposal  has  become 
a  reality  and  the  Center  is  now  in 
full  swing. 

The  room  to  be  used  as  the  Center 
was  formerly  a  curriculum  lab,  and 
students  are  now  busy  painting 
tables  and  chairs  to  make  it 
cheerful.  There  are  parquet  floors, 
windows  nine  feet  high  and  sinks 
with  plumbing  outlets  to  serve  for 
art,  ceramics  and  science  labora¬ 
tory  projects. 

There  are  presently  34  students  in 
the  Gifted  Program  at  Denman  and 
the  faculty  is  most  interested  in 
having  other  gifted  students  from 
the  OMI  area  select  Denman  as  the 
school  they  would  like  to  attend. 
The  school  has  received  the  sum  of 
$70  per  student  which  should  in¬ 
crease  yearly,  and  a  grant  of  $1,000 
to  get  the  Center  underway. 

Coordinator  of  the  program  is 
Mrs.  Yvonne  Ball,  a  social  studies 
teacher  who  is  very  enthusiastic 
about  the  way  the  project  is  taking 
form.

So  with  the  lights  out  and  clad  only  in 
half  of  my  pajamas,  I  went  to  the  door,  opened  it  just  enough  to  check,  and, 
sure  enough  it  was  unlocked.  I  pushed  the  lock,  slammed  the  door,  threw 
the  bolt  and  the  door  bell  immediately  rang.  Throwing  on  the  porch  light,  I 
took  a  quick,  startled  look  and  retreated  to  the  bedroom  to  don  my  robe.  My 
wife  was  awakened  by  all  the  activity  and  asked  what  was  going  on.  I 
replied  that  there  was  a  religious  fanatic  on  our  front  porch,  arms  out¬ 
stretched  like  a  cross  with  an  eight  pound  fish  in  one  hand.  Covers  under 
her  chin,  she  pleaded  with  me  not  to  open  the  door,  but  I  told  her  if  I’m 
going  to  die  from  curiosity,  it  might  as  well  be  satisfied  curiosity.  Once  the 
door  was  opened,  the  strange  situation  quickly  cleared:  a  neighbor  and  his 
son  had  just  completed  two  days  of  full-limit  stripe  bass  fishing  and  were 
sharing  the  wealth. 

In  case  you  have  a  similar  landfall,  here’s  what  I  did.  After  skinning 
and  filleting  the  bass,  I  viewed  the  butchered  remains  and  decided  to  make 
full  use  of  them.  So  here  is  .  .  . 

RAY’S  OMI  MIDNIGHT  BOUILLABAISE 
(Serves  6-8) 

3  qts.  water 

3  lbs.  fish  trimmings  (bones,  head,  tail,  etc.) 

1  bay  leaf 

1  j  cup  dried  parsley 

IV2  medium  onions  coarsely  shopped 

2  stalks  celery  chopped 
2  carrots  chopped 

•'2  tsp.  thyme 
'«  tsp.  fennel 

1  lb.  tomatoes  cut  coarsely  or  2V2  can  whole  tomatoes  with  juice 

4  cloves  garlic,  crushed 
salt  and  pepper  to  taste 

Bring  to  boil,  simmer  1  hour.  Strain,  saving  broth  and  discarding  rest. 
Refrigerate  until  ready  to  make  soup. 

'i  cup  vermouth 

:,4  lbs.  raw,  shelled  and  deveined  prawns 
8-10  fresh  clams 

6  lbs.  fresh  fish ;  can  be  mixture  of  halibut,  sea  bass,  red  snapper, 
tuna,  swordfish,  rock  cod,  stripe  bass,  etc. 

Cut  fish  into  1  -  IV2  inch  squares.  Bring  broth  to  boil,  add  fish,  bring 
back  to  boil  and  quickly  turn  to  simmer  for  20  minutes.  Lift  fish  to  heated 
platter  and  pour  ladle  full  of  broth  over  top.  Transfer  broth  to  soup  tureen. 
Sprinkle  parsley  over  both  and  serve  immediately  with  hot  french  bread,  a 
robust  red  wine  and  light  green  salad.  Camembert,  saltines,  nuts  and  fruit 
complete  the  repast. 

I  know  how  I  felt  that  night,  but  I  can’t  help  wondering  what  that  poor 
young  man  thought  as  he  approached  my  darkened  door  only  to  see  it  swing 
open,  a  hand  snake  out,  test  the  knob,  disappear  and  the  door  slam  shut 
again.  Probably  questioned  the  sanity  of  his  parents’  selection  of  friends. 
Thanks  again,  Ray.

There  is  only  one  organized  pro¬ 
gram  offering  assistance  to  chil¬ 
dren  in  their  own  homes  on  week¬ 
ends  and  after  school.  This  pro¬ 
gram  is  Operation  SHARE.  Opera¬ 
tion  SHARE  is  a  volunteer  tutorial 
program  which  offers  under — a- 
chieving  children  in  grades  kinder¬ 
garten  through  6  the  opportunity  of 
receiving  individual  assistance 
from  a  college  student.  This  assist¬ 
ance,  which  is  centered  around  the 
friendship  established  between  tu¬ 
tor  and  child,  can  include  academic 
tutoring,  motivational  encourage¬ 
ment,  and  sharing  of  experiences 
together.  The  tutors  are  asked  to 
provide  at  least  two  hours  per  week 
over  a  four  month  period.

"TO  THE  PEOPLE" 

By  PERKER  MEEKS,  President  OMI  Community  Association  1’ 

The  issue  of  low-income  housing  has  become  a  focal  point  of  attention 
for  several  communities  and  community  organizations  in  San  Francisco. 
The  decision  must  be  made  as  to  whether  or  not  Iow-ineome  housing 
facilities  will  be  concentrated  into  certain  sectors  of  San  Francisco  or  if 
low-income  housing  facilities  will  be  dispersed  in  equal  shares  to  each 
community  or  neighborhood  of  San  Francisco. 

This  country  cannot  afford  to  become  involved  in  any  activity  or 
program  that  might  tend  to  segregate  or  separate  its  citizens.  Not  only 
must  affirmative  and  deliberate  actions  be  deterred  and,  if  necessary 
resisted,  subconscious  and  negligent  acts  that  might  foreseeably  result  in  a 
separation  or  segregation  of  the  people  of  this  nation  must  also  be  deterred. 

During  the  past  two  decades  a  tremendous  amount  of  energy  was 
devoted  toward  correcting  the  mistakes  of  segregating  people  on  the  basis 
of  race.  We  are  also  witnessing  a  gigantic  effort  to  eliminate  the  practice  of 
segregation  or  discrimination  because  of  sex.  Likewise,  we  must  devote 
our  energies  toward  eliminating  the  practice  of  segregating  or 
discriminating  against  people  because  of  their  income.  Where  income 
segregation  exists,  we  must  eliminate  it  and  where  it  is  proposed,  we  must 
resist  its  implementation. 

Any  proposal  to  concentrate  low-income  housing  facilities  into  one 
particular  area  is,  in  effect,  an  effort  to  segregate  the  poor  from  the  rest  of 
society.  Past  experience,  if  nothing  else,  indicates  that  such  a  course  leads 
to  nothing  more  than  destruction  and  despair. 

The  OMI  area  has  a  particular  interest  in  making  sure  that  the  poor 
are  not  concentrated  into  our  community.  It  is  our  moral  obligation  and 
duty  to  assist  those  who  may  be  less  fortunate  than  some  of  us.  We  should 
welcome  the  opportunity  to  be  of  assistance  to  others.  At  the  same  time,  we 
have  our  limitations  and  we  should  know  our  limitations  and  not  try  to 
carry  the  entire  burden. 

Low  income  housing  should  be  examined  throughout  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco.  The  facilitites  should  and  must  be  equally 
distributed  throughout  this  city.

Mr.  Arago  formerly  served  as 
assistant  principal  at  Denman,  and 
after  a  productive  year  and  a  half 
spent  working  as  assistant  princi¬ 
pal  at  John  O’Connell  vocational 
high  school,  he  is  happy  to  be  back 
on  familiar  grounds.  He  is  highly 
optimistic  about  the  future  of 
Denman,  and  feels  that  with  an 
outstanding  faculty  and  adminis¬ 
tration  behind  him,  good  things  are 
really  beginning  to  happen  there.

The  “Learning  Resource 
Centers”  are  certain  classrooms 
which  have  been  set  aside  for  work 
in  the  fields  of  English,  math  and 
social  studies,  containing  all  things 
pertaining  to  the  course,  where 
students  can  have  individualized 
study  with  teachers.  The  Centers 
will  stimulate  and  motivate  the 
students  in  their  subjects  and  help 
them  get  new  ideas.  Mr.  Arago  is 
very  proud  of  the  talented  faculty  at 
Denman— there  are  59  teachers  for 
the  1034  students. 

HIGH  HOPES 

Mr.  Arago  has  high  hopes  for 
Denman  and  feels  that  more  pleas¬ 
ant  surroundings  would  add  greatly 
to  the  students’  pride  in  their 
school.  He  would  like  to  see  the 
school  repainted  in  colors  that 
would  invite  students  to  come,  and 
says  the  school  is  also  very  much  in 
need  of  furniture  —  desks,  podiums, 
and  comfortable  chairs.  Funds  are 
limited  for  the  purchase  of  these 
items,  however,  so  if  readers  in  the 
OMI  area  have  access  to  them  they 
are  urged  to  call  the  school.  By 
helping  Denman  maintain  its  high 
morale,  we  will  be  helping  our  own 
community  as  well.
